_ A CURIOUS CURE. 


‘THE HEALTH GRorro AT MONSUMMANO 
AND Its VAPOR BaTH. 


{London Daily Grapliic:] Is it not the Spanish who 
say that “perspiration is the poor man’s physician?” 
The rich man borrows that doctor at the Grotta Giusti, 
Monsummano. “Your lordship perspires? is the fre- 
quent inquiry of the polite bath attendants during the 
long hour a patient sits, stewing; in the hot vapor. The 
last arrival waits a few minutes in the dressing-room. 
scanning the bosses of the splendid roof the stalactites 
have made there. Biectric lamps light up the caverns 
mysteriously. From the hotel, where many of the bath- 
ers live, a passage-on a steep incline, and a long tunnel, 
with heavy swing doors at intervals, lead into the warm 
heart of the limestone mountain. To the right of the en- 
trance lies ““Paradise’’—where nobody goes for gout or 
rheumatism, but only to see the beautiful stalactytes. 
The color of the rock is often that of rich honey-in-th+- 
comb, but near the entrance there are stalagmites of an 
inky tint. Opposite these black humps is the “crocodile,” 
half-suspended—a capital “property” with which to deco- 
rate Faust's study! To the left is the entrance (uow 
closed,) through which, fifty years ago, the ‘workmen, 
quarrying for lime, broke into these caverns, and throush 
which the first “martyr to rheumatism” struggled shortiy | 
afterwards—little guessing that in the attempt to satisfy 
mere curiosity about the “Grotta,” he should find a cure 
for his aching, nearly useless joints. But so it hap- 
pened; and the first patient has been followed by a 
‘stream yearly gaining in volume. : 

Crawling fifteen yards or so upwards from this point, 
the open air used to be reached, and the climber emerged 
among the roots of the wild myrtles, which today are like 
little flowering cherry trees, with their mass of snowy 
blossoms. Down in the Grotta,“ close by the blocked- 
up entrance, the path through the cavern divides. An 
incline leads to the “Lake of Limbo”—the hot waters of 
‘which keep the Grotta Giusta hot. It is an article of 
faith with bathers here that these natural vapor baths 
are more Successful than Turkish baths. A doctor main- 
tained that to breathe the limey vapor is curative in it- 


the caverns being well ventilated. That they are so, no 
one can dispute. But where is the outlet? That no one 
can say. All the same, the limping crowd drifts through 
the caves (which, on an outside estimate, are not over 
250 meters from end to end, and very narrow) from ear!y 
morning till 7 at night, and to the last the air is breath- 
abie, light, and wholesome. |

ment of about two shillings a head. A humorous attend- 
ant, acting as guide to a of them, said, as he 
ushered them up from Limbo“: “The straight way.

A Holy Precession. 


All Good Friday, the people streamed over the country 
roads to Grassing. The humble folk made holiday, and 
every van and diligence was in requisition. The grand 
folk came in coaches and tallyhos. A six miles’ drive 
for 10 cents into the glorious country/among fields of in- 
tensest green, Whose wheat, a foot high, would be har- 
vested in June, past cloudy orchards, pink and white 
with the beautiful bloom of peach and pear and plum. 
The remote village of the vale was all astir for the one 
event of the year, the funeral procession of the dead 
Christ. Cold and darkness settled on the town, as the 
sun dropped behind the hills, and the gloom was emble- 
matic of the mournful event. The square throbbed with 
life, and congested humanity streamed through the 
streets. One learns to hawk early in Italy, and vendors 
and hawkers were plying their trade. The candy man 


pulled strings of pink and white, and “six bits for a 


soldo” rejoiced the small child. 

Heading the procession came the mounted Roman sol- 

diers, gorgeous with gleaming swords and shields and 

Then followed the bearers, in somber black. 
like the dark brothers of the Misericordia, carrying high 
their bier, with canopy of purple and gold. 

Every voice was hushed, every head uncovered, as the 
bleeding figure of the Christ was borne along. A holy 
awe fell on the waiting crowds, and the silence of death 
hovered in the darkness. God Himself seemed passing. 
Then came the little Daughters of Mary, in white, with 
black trimmings of gloves; sash, ribbons and beads. They 
bore a beautiful banner of Our Lady, and were followed 


by the mourning women, in deepest black, bearing a 


statue of the Madonna. Behind them swelled the solemn 
chant of the choristers, the stately music of the local 
band. Grassina, hidden in the hills, had paid homage 


to the dead Lord, and all was over. a - 


The crowds crushed on. A powerful prancer near us, 
unnerved by “torches and trumpets, rose in mid-air, and 
came tumbling over the head of our stu little burro. 
Women screamed as teams collided, men ed at the

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pulled down the restive steed, with a force that hinted of 
ranch life in the West. 

With the solemnity of the passing procession was min- 
gled the festivity of the town. Every shop was brilliant. 
The butchers’ beeves were festooned with gay flowers. 
Every window of every house in the viliage sirect hung 
its Chinese lanterns, globes and candles. Over the bridge 
and up the winding way to the church on the hill were 
festooned the radiant lighis of green, red, white, the na- 
tion's colors. Every home in the distant valley, every 
villa on the far heights, was a mass of twinkling stars. 
The long line of carriages, public and private, poor and 
proud, pushed its way through the people and left the 
little town, glimmering with fantastic beauty. The full 
moon rose, 6bscured in thin cloud, and all was just as it 
should be. When the lights had burned low, the moon 
could cast her glamor on quiet Grassina, which would 
sleep among the vineyards and gloomy cypresses of the 
hill slopes till the mourners’ procession of another Good 
Friday called it into life.

Everyone hoped for sunshine on Holy Saturday, and 
two hours in advance the crowds had packed the Duomo 
Square, to see the dove bring the holy fire from the altar 
at mkiday. Some say that the curious ceremony is de- 
scended from the sacred fires of the Vestal Virgins. Cer- 
tain it is that today it is concerned with agriculture. 
One story tells that the Florentine nobleman, returning 
from the Crusades, brought the stones which light the 
fire from the Holy Sepulcher of Jerusalem. The prettier 
legend says that Pazzino dei Pazzi brought the actual fire, 
taken from the Holy Altar, and to protect the fame he | 
rode backwards on his horse, facing the tail, all the way 
from Jerusalem to Florence. People en route thought 
the rider mad, and cried, “Ecco, un pazzo! un pazzo!” 
(“Behold, a fool, a fool!) and thus was born the name 
of one of the most artistocratic families of Florence. 
Their crest is a fish, upside down, wriggling its tail in 
mid-air, perhaps to indicate that only pazzi—fool fishes— 
would ever try to navigate by standing on their heads. 

The fre, or the flint, is guarded as a precious relic, ian 
the little Church of the Holy Apostles, and early Sätur- 
day morning, the clergy, with great pomp and majesty, 
‘brought the holy emblem to the Duomo. Squares, 
streets, houses, platforms, steps, tower, balconies, win- 
dows, roofs, were packed with watching, wondering peo- 
the and the Baptistry, loomed up like a tall choco- 
late tower, whose frosting was its border of huge pin- 
wheels. It was well spaced off from the waiting crowds 
held back by the imposing carabinieri and a strong force 
of the guardia civile. 


The car is a reproduction of the old war chariot which 
led the armies to battle, while its Martinelie sounded his 
hammer within. Leo X first introduced the car and the 
Columbia into the Easter ceremony. The present car 
dates back about 200 years, and is held as a sacred city 
relic. At 11:30 passed the churchly procession from the 
Duomo to the Baptistry. Ministrants with huge tapers 
in the tall, silver candelabra, the great Easter candle 
with its cones, the crucifix surmounted by the palm of 
victory, the red-cross banner, choristers in black gown 


and white sack, with hideous red ribbons, the canons ok 


the church in red or purple, dignitaries with capes of er- 
mine, the bishop, impressive, with miter and crosier, all 
passed in solemn tread to the Baptistry, and repassed to 
- A rope from the high altar ran through the cathedral 

to the war chariot in the square, the line of direction for 
the gentle dove. At the altar, the bishop performed mass 
and gave the holy fire to the dove, which should carry it 
straight on the cord to the grim war chariot. Fireworks 
at mid-May were surely a novel device. Noon drew near, 
an agitated moment, when scores of thousands stretched 
on tiptoe, with eyes riveted on the rope. The big gun 
from the fortress sounded the hour. The dove must 
sweep through space, and hit a wheel, which should hit a 
spool and touch off the fireworks of the car. The people 
watched, breathless. The ceremony meant harvest or 
famine to the land. No dove appeared! The cord and 
its devices were intact. The bird played ill its part, and 
exploded near the altar, within the Duomo. But the 
Deus ex Machina blew the fireworks just the same! The 
war engine spat fury and bellowed thunder. Biff, boom! 
crash, bang! it roared like the cannon of war. It burst 
with the power of terrible artillery. The demons of hell 
exploded their wrath, the vengeance of God seemed let 
lqose in our midst. But successful fireworks and stupen- 
dous racket did not appease the disappointed people. 
“Ahime! Santa Maria! Non porta buona fortuna,” 
was heard on every lip. No good harvests this year“ A 
feeble hope remained. Though the dove was perverse in

Palace, and hither surged the *housands, while the dark 
chariot was borne by four beautiful white oxen, majes-.

streets. Before the palace sputtered and spun the re- 
maining wheels, boomed and thundered the war powder. 
Anxiously scores of thousands watched the line. It did 
not quiver. No dove came forth. The despair of the 
people was complete. “Poveri contadini, non buone rac- 
colte quest anno,” no good harvests for the farmers this 
year! The bells of the steeples rang out in defiance. 
Since 11 a.m. Thursday they had not sounded a note. 
Every iron tongue was dumb. Florence was a silent 
city. No echoing tone resounded when the great gun 
sounded noonday from the firtezza Belvedere. Now 
every bell rang wildly from its tower, afd. the air above 
was full of tumult.

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OFFICERS WHO Work as CHINESE 
COOLIES IN MANCHURIA. 
THEIR UNHAPPY PATE—TUSKA ITO, SECRET AGENT 


IN MANCHURIA, WHO, AS HE LAY DYING IN 


THE HOSPITAL AT HIROSHIMA, WAS SEEN BY 
THK WRITER.

IROSHIMA (Japan) April 10, 1904—A week ago in 


one of the Tokio native papers there was an inti- 
mation of an extraordinary achievement by one of 


‘| the Japanese spies working as a Chinese coolie in Man- 


churia—a mere aggravation so far as news was con- 
a suggestion of Vaijeanic 
strength and fortitude. The name of the spy was Tuska 

"Yesterday in the naval hospital here I looked down 
upon a slowly dying human form that made me think 
cf the black, brite skeleton of a tree that had passed 
through a forest fire. . . . Once, while walking 
through the outskirts of a Filipico village, my eyes (daz- 
zied with the outer sunlight) were lured by a groan into 
one of the shadowy huts of nipa, and a horrid, haunting 
picture was left in my brain forever. The creature in- 
side was dying of oberi-beri! A similar picture was 
formed in my mind yesterday when I looked down upon 
Tuska Ito. 
Japan has a military institution which is unique so far 
as I am able to learn. This institution is Known as the 
School for Spies. * 
If the empire triumphs in this war, no small part o/ 
the credit will fall upon her secret agents; and strangely 
enough, if she fails, the balancing responsibility will rest 
upon the Japanese traitor who baffled and brutalized his 
nation tor Si. Petersburg gold. But the story of the 
treacherous lieulenant-colonel has already been written. 
It will be remembered that nine secret agents of Japan 
forfeited their lives to positively prove the existence of 
@ Benedict Arnold in Tokio. The nine were sent to dif- 
ferent points along the Yalu and the Trans-Siberian 
Railway. Tae; were utterly disguised. They not only 
had the shoulder strength of Chinese coolies, but the 
dullness of «ye. the opium pallor, the intonation of voice, 
the immunity to suffering. They “thought in Chinese!” 
Hundreds of coolies were about them. The nine were 
picked out by the Russians with ease and executed with- 
out trial. Someone in Tokio had furnished St. Peters- 
burg by messenger probably to Chefoo, and from there 
by the private Russian wire, the descriptive lists of the 
nine Japanese spies and the points to which they were 
assigned. The fact that the Emperor, the elder states- 
men and the General Staff alone knew of the sending of 


»p- | the nine spies, simplified the apprehension of the culprit. 


The Japans spy does the hardest, the dirtiest and the 
most dancercus work of the army. He draws no more 
pay than other officers of his rank; his stupendous tasks, 
his.granite courage is unknown by the people. Single- 
handed he may delay for ten days a hundred thousand of 
the enemy. dna though his achievement may be ap- 
plauded in the palace, the world never knows. He is de- 
nied all the tender things of life—all the amenities! He 
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I believe that the department of spies in the Japanese 
army ‘s the most astounding structure of our time. 
Their bodies are mortars in which various sorts of vio- 
lent death are compounded, and yet the applicants ex- 


ceed the demand three-fold; and like a number of the 
volunteers who offered to bottle up Port Arthur with the

On the Other Side. he 

Let, for all the Beauty of the western slopes, the real 

mountains show themselves best on the other side of the 

range, where, at their feet, the desert stretches away, 

boundless and bare to the dim horizon’s rim. The pines

The shaded slopes bring forth more copiously of flower 
and ehrub, while bird and animal life is more abundant 
than along the more settled side. There is an ill-defined 
wildness about the “other side” that is hard to explain, 
but in no way bard to realize, once you stand alone on 
the rim of the desert, the wall of the mountains behind 
you, a dull, gray-red plain in front, and no human being 
From the desert side the mountains ‘appear 
much rougher than they do from this, and possibly much 
they really are, for the large cafions and 
gorges of the Coast range are for the most part confined 
to the seaward side. The streams are, therefore, fewer 


in number and smaller than those to which we are accus- | 


tomed; in fact, there is but one river of any size in the 
immediate vicinity of the northern side of the local 
range, and that is the Mojave, a typical desert river. si 
flowing and shallow, and dirty from the decomposed silt 
and sediment of ages that its waters bring down from thr 
hills. It seems actually too hot for a river to flow rap- 
idly on the desert, just as it is too hot or too dreamy for 
anyone to do much work w once they become im- 
bued with the.real desert spirit that has called so many 
away from pleasant paths to tread again the unbroken 
traila.of the bottom of tlie long-dead sea. What few 
brooks are born amid the peaks lose’ themselves in the 
mouth, if they are not speedily 
joined to some other stream so that their combined flow 
be able to withstand the demands of a thirsty sun 
But there is a time on the desert 
when every little mountain gorge has its roaring water- 
tall pouring a considerable stream out over the valley; 


this is in the season of water-spouts—for that is about 


the only way the rain comes on the desert-—and then, for 
a time, not even the slopes of the Pacific side can show 
the flower beds that the great plain spreads, and usually 
spreads in vain, for there are mile upon mile of desert 
that man’s eyes do not look upon from generation to gen- 
Almost all of of the desert, except 


with huge boulders well up to the line of the pines, but 
when you get into the big trees, there is at once notice- 
able a vast difference between the forests of that side 
and the scattered, fire-smirched growth of this. No, fires 
of any extensive burning have occurred on the desert side 
of the range in years, nor are there likely to be any soon, 
as campers do noi go in there to the extent that they do 
from this side. Always, in any mountains, the pines on 
the northern sidehills are the larger, but it is especially 
noteworthy in all the California mountains, no matter to 
what age they have attained. At Big Rock Creék, where 
a colessal irrigation scheme fell through, a few years 
ago, there are some of the larzest pines to be seen in this 
end of the State, while farther over, on Little Rock, an- 
other brook, are towering cliffs crowned with such hoary- 
headed old pines that one sometimes wonders if they 
were not planted there by Titan hands in the long ago. 
Trout have been introduced in one or two of these 
streams, but as yet they have not increased enough to 
furnish much sport, but around the head of the creeks 
mentioned there is excellent pigeonrshooting to be had, 
as well as some larger game. Mountain lions are a nul- 
fren the farmers in some parts of the desert hills, 
and deer are so seldom shot as to be quite plentiful and 
easy of approach. In fact, there is as much big game in 
the mountains of Southern California as there is in any 
other part of the world where similar conditions of popue 
lation and fertility of soil exist. 


Real Desert Mountains. 


But the real mountains of the desert are as. different | 
from the northern border of these coastwise hills as day 
is from night.

Some of the most wonderful effects of 
wind and sand erosion exist in these muntains.of any I 
have ever seen, even excelling those of the Colorado Des- 
ert and rivalling the famed “hoodoos” of the Wyoming 
bad lands. In proportion to their size, the mountains of 
the Mojave Desert are more rocky than the Rockies, more 
wild and barren than the Tetons, and more inaccessible 
than the Selkirks, yet withal more interesting and more 
promising of hidden fortune held in store for him who 
persistently searches than all the other ranges of the 
North American continent. All in all. no State is more 
cut up by mountain ranges than this one, and in no 
State are there more varied mountains or ones more 
freighted with good for the tiller of the soil, the miner 
or even the manufacturer, than here in the southern end 
of California.

stranding, and then by building cofferdams from the 
hatches up to the water’s surface through which to drain 
the body of the craft and cause her to rise enough, at 
least, to pass heavy chain cables beneath her, which, in 
turn, are strapped to lighters or pontoons that have been 
submerged to their decks, and which, when - pumped out, | 
raise the vessel bodily and permit her carriage into shal- 
lower water, where the pontoons are again partly sub- 
merged, the chains taughtened, and the ship once more 
raised so much nearer the surface. By repeating these 
tedious operations, the craft is either brought into port 
and docked or carried into a sheltered position where 
divers can work safely in recovering her cargo and strip- 
ping hes of her valuable fixtures. 


Where the nature of the bull injuries is such as to pre- 
clude patching, great masses of cork floats or air-inflated 
bags are carried below and packed into the empty spaces 
of the sunken vessel, and these, in conjunction with the 
drainage by powerful pumps of the water-tight divisions, 
make it possible to refloat vessels sunk in moderately 
shallow water.

En Route Across Siberia. 
AN ARMY CORRESPONDENT Wuo 
JOURNEY PLEASANT. 


Fiom the Londcn Man. 


ARBIN, March 13.—1 really must complain. I do 
H not seem to have any decent luck at all. -I travel 

nine days and nine nights in an uncomfortable, 
overcrowded raulway carriage three quarters of the way 
across Asia in order to see the state of congestion, mud- 
die and confusion into which the Siberian Railway has 
been thrown by the overburdening necessity of trans- 
porting and feeding a huge army on the other side of the 
world, and I do not see anything of the kind. 

The railway working quite smoothly and regularly, 
the soldiers cheerful to exuberance, perfectly comfort- 
able, well-warmed and fed. 

There is no doubt that a railway has a marvelous mod- 
erating influence upon climate. Siberia, by all accounts, 
was a terrible country with an impossible climate in the 
days when people had to walk through it. Anyone who 
has ever read anything about Siberia in the old pictur- 
esque penal Settlement days will not need to be reminded 
that the snow was hundreds of yards deep except where 
there were drifts, when it was usually piled up miles 
high. Well, perhaps the railway avoids the snow, or 
perhaps, as I prefer to believe, the snow keeps out of the 
way of the railway. At all events, from one side of 
Siberia to the other I never saw in any one place enough 
snow to make a decent sized, old-fashioned Christmas 
card. It was there, of course,-in immeasurable ared—in- 
expressible millions of square miles of it, but nowhere 
was it a foot and a half deep. 


Champagne at Irkutsk. 


So I had.to push on to Lake Baikal to look for severi- 
ties. Of Irkutsk I saw nothing except the railway sta- 
tion buffet, where a croWd of officers were gaily drinking 
champagne—excellent champagne at nine roubles a 
bottle—while they waited for the eastward train to start, 
‘and a couple of solemn, lean Chinamen were looking on. 
That and a glimpse of the town across the frozen river 
in the dawn light. A big town, and, they tell me, a fine 
town, with shops as good as those of Moscow or St. 
Petersburg, ahd first-class hotels and no end of bustle 
and life. 1 should have liked well to see it, but I could 
not wait. I must hurry on to the Baikal and its frozen 
terrors. 

But, as I have already complained, I seem to have no 
luck. I crossed the Baikal in a troika, a basket sleigh 
on wooden runners, drawn by three horses abreasit-— 
thirty odd miles over the ice—and am compelled regret- 
fully to relate that instead of being anything of a hard- 
ship it was one of the most exhilarating and delightful 
experiences of my life. And I not only experienced the 
agony of thoroughly enjoying the crossing myself, but I 
had fo suffer the further misery of witnessing the delight 
of everyone else. I saw two regiments of infantry 
marching across, each with its baggage train of sleighs. 
They were swinging along as gaily as though they were 
out for a constitutional, with a glow in their cheeks that 
was as much from enjoyment as exertion. And as to the 
difficulties of transport, concerning which London had 
been projecting wild speculations, and even St. Peters- 
burg had been somewhat alarmed, why, compared with 
the transport line between Kimberley and Paardeberg— 
about the same distance, by the way—the Baikal was 
the easiest and simplest and smoothest of operations. 


On the Brink of Fairyland. 


It was Sunday, March 7 (Russian style, which means 
thirteen points off the reckoning.) When I got ou: of 
the train at the Baikal lakeside station it was freezins 
hard (also Russian reckoning, which is still more mis 
leading.) The thermometer marked 10 deg. below zero 
Réaumur, which is equivalent to about 10 deg. above 
zero Fahrenheit, or 22 deg. of frost. In this clear, dry, 
still atmosphere, with the sun always shining in the day- 
time, 10 deg., though it would be formidable enough in 
Engiand, means nothing more than a bright, agreeable, 
pleasantly-warm day. 

My only hope now of anything interesting centered in 
those volcanic eruptions and fissures in the ice of which 


I had heard lurid stories. So I walked to the end of the 
platform and took an anxious look at the lake. I forgot

my disappointments. 1 forgot all about the volcanic 
fissures in the entrancement of the frst view of Baikal. 
All flooded in sunshine, the most spacious panorama, the 
| biggest part of the world I had ever seen at one view. A 
huge expanse of snow-covered ice, stretching away and 
away until the eye lost it in the dimness of the horizon. 
And rising out of the dimness of the horizon far and far 
beyond, but still in the clear daylight seemingly near and 
distinct, the snow-covered mountains of the other side. 
You cannot get a view of a range of mountains, as a rule, 
on account of the hills in between. But here, at the nar- 
| rowest part of the lake, for the thirty-odd miles that lay 
between there was not so much as a molehil! to obstruct 
the view. You could see the range, rows and ranks of 
mountains, their bases vague in the dimness about the 
horizon, their valleys like purple shadows, their sides 
glowing with. many tints of refracted light, but their 
peaks all gleaming white against the clear blue of the 
cloudless sky. Away to the south and-the north, to the 
right and the left as one looks across Baikal. even the 
mountain tops fade away in the immensity of the dis- 
tance, and in their stead come into view the cliffs and 
crags and jutting promentories which inclose the lake 
on the hither side, and the ear becomes conscious of the 
most awful hubbub going on just here at hand at the foot 
of the flight of steps that lead down to the lake level. 


Four Hours Delight. 


Hundreds of sleighs, with low basket-work bodies on 
wooden runners, with three shaggy Mongolian ponies 
harnessed with rope to each one, stood in rows in the 
yellow churned-up snow and powdered ice at the lake's 
edge. To each sleigh was a shaggy sheepskin-clad 
driver yelling like mad for custom. These were the 
troikas in which we were to cross the lake, and the way 
we were to go was marked by a yellow streak leading 
out upon the white bosom of the lake. Near at hand it 
was a broad and very yellow streak, but as the eye fol- 
lowed it it narrowed and faded and was lost in the vast 
expanse of white. But still the track could be followed 
by the little shelter huts standing at regular intervals 
of a few versts along the line, till with increasing dis- 
tance the huts dwindled into a line of dots growing faint- 
er and fainter until it faded out of perception. 

About four hours the crossing took four hours of the 
smoothest, easiest, and most exhilarating of journeys. 
‘They were not much to look at, those three Mongolian 
ponies, but they kept up a steady eight miles an hour, the 
one in the shafts at a trot and the outsiders at a sort of 
acanter. And the sleigh was not much to look at-——just 
a shallow basket on runners. But with a piece of felt and 
an armful of hay for cushions it was comfortable enough 
to recline in, and its motion was as smooth and easy as 
that of a punt in a June backwater. 

The sun shone warm, points of light sparkled where 
bits of broken ice caught its rays, the keen, cold, dry 
air effervesced with oxygen as it whistled by, the white 
cliffs of the western shore gradually, very gradually, re- 
ceded. So clear was the light that when we had gone a 
good five miles from the shore they did not look more 
than 300 yards away. The snow-covered mountains on 
the further side were taking a hundred wonderful new 
effects of light as they came nearer.

After an hour or so I began to find myself losing in- 
terest in the scenery and occupying myself wholly with 
looking ahead for the first sign of the half-way house— 
the rest station in the middle ot the lake where was 
waiting breakfast, No one was ever so hungry, even at 
Margete, as 1.

It is generally 
conceded that while the violet may be cultivated under 
almost all conditions, yet its greatest success seems to 
be in the lands where cold weather permits or necessi- 
tates the use of the glass frame. 

Here in Southern California the matter of growing vio- 
lets may be said to be as yet in the experimental stage. 
To be sure, we can grow violets out of doors the year 


around, or we can grow them under glass, or In a lath |

results are indifferent, certainly different with every 
grower, and I have yet to meet the grower who has uni- 
formly perfect success. I shall hesitate, in consequence, 
to recommend any particular method of growing, but 
there are some genera! suggestions that may value 
to amateurs.

A New Colegrove Home. 


DESCRIPTION oF 4 HOUSE. JUST 
COMPLETED ror H. GorRuAM. 


‘By a Los Angeles Architect. 


HE one--and-a-half-story house shown on this page 
has just been completed for Harry Gorham at the 
northeast corner of Vine street and Emelite avenue, 
in Colegrove. In its general appearance it resembles a 
bungalow. R. “sawed clapboards inclose the first 
story, and the second story is Shingled. The roof is of 
cedar shingles, and has wide overhanging eaves, which 
give an abundance of shadow and add to the picturesque- 
ness of the exterior. On the-east and west sides of the 
building are projecting bays, belonging, one to the din- 
ing-room for the sideboard, the other to the window seat 
of the sitting-room. In the front or south side is found 
a large veranda 14 feet wide, running the full width of 
the house, one end being inclosed in glass and fitted up 
with easy chairs, tables, etc., forming an outside loung- 
ing-room. There are also covered balconies to the bed- 
rooms of the second story and a large screen porch next 
to the kitchen on the north side. 
The color scheme of the exterior has been studiously 


arranged to form a proper setting to the lemon grove in 


which the house is situated and to the beautiful back- 
ground of the mountain ranges and the adjacent foot- 
hills. The sides are of rich Indian red, with roofs and 
trimmings of bottle-green. | 

The house has eight rooms exclusive of halls, pantries, 
baths, etc. These include, on the first floor, a commo- 
dious living-room 20x30 feet, entered from the veranda 
by double, wide French doors (besides the main front 
door, which is of solid oak fitted: with heavy strap hinges 
and knocker.)

HAVE specimens before me from the 100-acre field ot 


beardiess barley on the ranch of Mr. Hudson at Puente. 
The stalks are in many cases nearly five feet high and 
the yield of grain promises to be heavy, in spite of the 
somewhat discouraging season. Mr. Hudson claims that 
this variety of barley makes the best hay grown, deing 
free from injury to horses in feeding and more succulent 
than the ordinary variety. He is adopting a new rental 
idee in farming his land. Instead of renting all his sur- 
plus acreage to one man, he lets it out in as small parcels 
as he can induce his renters tq take. These small farm- 
ers are induced to plow the land twice, making a differ- 
ence in Mr. Hudson’s experience of twenty sacks of grain 


to the acre as compared with grain growmupon land 


plowed, or “skimmed” but once. Lands twice plowed 


had produced thirty-six sacks to the acre, while those of 


the same quantity sowed in the ordinary careless Califor- 
mia way had turned out but fourteen sacks. He advo- 
cates plowing when the vegetation first starts to grow, 

and again just before seeding time. I witnessed an ex- 
’ ample of this in Riverside county a few years ago, when 
the wheat grown upon land run to potatoes the previous 

season yielded enormously, while the same land unculti- 
‘ vated the previous year did not produce stalks tall 


enough to cut for hay. As the big landed estates are cut i 


imto smaller tracts, or rented to small farmers, their pro- 
ductive capacity will be greatly increased.

something New. 
BOUT two years ago I had an appeal from a young 
Si lady of Glendora, then living in Chicago, to send a col- 
ony of vedalia to the Lake City to prey upon the maple 
scale that is devastating and even killing the fine maples 
in that portion of the State. This scale is the pulvinaria 
common in Southern California, but not attacked by the 
vedalia. The matter was laid aside for future considera- 
tion. Last summer an apple orchard at Downey was 
found badly infected with this maple scale which later 
was attacked by the rhizobius and every scale devoured. 
The lady birds literally swarmed over the orchard, ap- 
pearing in myriads. Last fall the writer began corre- 
spondence with the secretary of an improvement associ- 
ation at Evanston, where a second attack of the Pulvi- 
naria promised to utterly destroy their magnificent ma- 
ples, asking that the rhizobius be given a chance to de- 
stroy the scale upon its appearance this spring. About 
three weeks ago I sent two large colonies to the secre- 
tary, who delivered the beetles to the botanist of the 
Northwestern University, who has just written me of the 
safe arrival of the lot, about 50 of which he had placed 
upon maple twigs. They were feeding greedily, and 
promise to do efficient service when the scale begins to 
develop later. This is the first time, as far as I aw 
aware, that one of our acclimated parasites has been 
given a trial at the extermination of one of the greatest 
shade tree pests extant, If the experiment is successful, 
as now predicted, thousands of dollars will bé saved in 
fighting the maple scale in the East.

In looking about for an equipment the company found 
the machinery of a modern winery at San Bernardino 
for sale and bought it, securing the services of Edward 
Reinart, a thorough winemaker and formerly superin- 
tendent of the San Bernardino plant. How this outfit 
came to be put out of commission in the largest viticul- 
tural county is not stated, but the whole plant wiih its 
150,000-gallon cooperage, its 900-gallon daily brandy still 
and the various appliances is now being installed at Ar- 
tesia for the céoperative company. The promoters of 
this enterprise claim that they lost enough upon a fair 
valuation of last year’s crop to pay for the entire equip- 
ment as it will stand for handling the coming crop. in 
addition to the plain winery the company is building a 
sherry house capable of handling 75,000 gallons under 
this process during the season. The new establishment 
is located two miles from No k, all the acreage is in 
the immediate locality, rendering rapid, clean and eco- 
nomical delivery of grapes possible.

Meubator,” is the summary of the answers 
PEI. Ladd to the questions at the open meeting 


of the Oregon Poulitrymen’s Association at Portland, 
Or., recently. The discussion was regarding the hatch- 
ing and raising of fowls, particularly chickens. Mr. Ladd 
further said: 

“People seem to think that all they have to do is to 
light the lamp to the incubator, dump in a lot of eggs and 
let it go, watching the thermometer a little bit. In fact, 
the care is not much greater than that, but one or two 
things have to be done. 

“The first care is seeing to the conditions of the eggs. 
The main reason that many eggs do not hatch is that 
sufficient care has not been taken in the breeding pen. 
If they are well fertilized they are almost sure to hatch 
under the shabbiest kind of treatment. 

The greatest difficulty is in directing the heat upon 
the egg. In thé incubator it comes from one direction 
constantly, and if the egg is not turned that side of the 
egg is dried and the hatching is spoiled. The hen always 
‘turns her eggs carefully. 

“And the heat must not be too steady. -The hen leaves 
her eggs for a while each day and allows them to cool. 
This permits the shell to expand and contract, weaken- 
ing it and making it easy for the chick to break through 
when hatched. Eggs can be safély left for hours without 
heat, but only when well fertilized. . 

“One thing we do not have to look after in this coun- 
try is moisture. I never prepare for it myself, and I 
hardly think it necessary in this climate. 

“If you wish to have your brood hatch all at once you 
must see that the eggs are of the same age. The young- 
est hatch quickest. If you set your incubator to work 
today and it is not full, fill it from tomorrow's eggs and 
you will find that the last put in will hatch first.”

HE importance of animal matter and the value of 
. grit for growing chicks has been thoroughly inves- 
tigated hy W. P. Wheeler of the New York Experiment 
Station, and the results published in a recent bulletin. As 
chicks often show a gain of 1500 per cent. in weight in 
ten weeks, and ducks may add from 50 to 100 per cent. 
to their weight weekly, it is patent to everyone that they 
need the proper kinds of food in order to develop prop- 
erly. Something like 10 per cent. of the body of an av- 
erage fowl! is made up of mineral matter, or “ash.” Grain 
foods do not supply more than 2 to 6 per cent. of ash, 
hence the needed amount must come from other sources. 
The test shows that unless sufficient bone-making ma- 
terial is provided, the bones will be large, soft and weak, 
resulting often in lameness and deformity, or the de- 
velopment will be slow. The necessary amount of bone- 
building material is easiest supplied in fine raw or 
cooked. bone. Clean grit and sharp sand are also very 
useful and should always be provided in abundance. For 
ducks, the fastest and most profitable gains can only be 
made where animal matter is supplied in addititon to 
grain.

The Lungs and Heart of Dairy Cattle. 


7577 have spokée before of the fiction which prevails 


heart action. Haecker in the article “Is Inbreed- 
ing Harmful?” on 169 of the Dairyman of March 11, 
"1904, says: “An dnimal deep in the brisket with broad 
‘shoulders and egs far apart has no more stamina 


or endurance tha one with a narrow, sharp shoulder 
and ewe neck.“ 

This beef talk and outline had gone on unchallenged 
for years, until Hoard’s Dairyman, about fifteen years 
ago, took up the question of a physiological! and struc- 
tural study of the dairy cow. We wonder if our beef 
friends ever compared the size and weight of the lungs 
and heart of a first-class’ dairy cow or dairy outline and 
the same organs in a big beef cow? If they would once 
do this, instead of talking theory they would note the 
fallacy of supposing that the beef animal has the largest 
lungs and stronges heart action. | 

The dairy cow of necessity is obliged to have the 
stronger lungs, for she has to vitalize a large amount of 
blood for the production of a large amount of milk, be- 
sides keeping up the body. t 7 

So it is again with the heart action. Compare the milk 
‘veins on the belly of a good dairy cow with the same 
veins on a beef cow. These veins in the dairy cow con- 
vey a large amount of the blood that has been sent to the 
udder to create milk production back to the heart. 

“The beef cow knows n@&hing of any such expenditure 
of blood circulation. And it is the same with a race 
horse in running or trotting a mile compared with a big 
chested draft horse in his work 


| 


Now these facts, together with the great dissimilarity 
in build of and chest form of the dairy cow and race 
horse, from the beef cow and draft horse, should close all 
further talk on these points as indicative of large heart 
and jung action. They are nothing of the kind. Actual 
comparison shows that the dairy cow has a larger heart 
and circulatory system than the beef cow. Moreover, the

Human milk is a perfect food for 
the new-born babe; cow's milk is a perfect food for the 
new-born calf; but cow’s milk is not a perfect food for 
the human infant. It is true that milk is the one perfec. 
food containing, as it does, all the constituents in ‘heir 
right proportions; but this is true, as has been stated, for 
the requirements only of a baby. Again, milk is such & 
ready absorbent of odors and disease that, uniess Pas- 
teurized, it is unfit for food. It should also be remem- 
bered that milk and meat, as also milk and vegetables, 
should not be partaken of at the same meal. 


“Buttermilk is of inestimable value to the human sys- 
tem. Asa nutrinient, it is wholly unlike sweet milk. Its 
food value may be less by chemical tests, but in every 
other way it is very much more. It tones the stomach 
and furnishes ht the material from which to make rich, 
red, healthy blood. If you have gout or a gouty ten- 
dency, drink a quart of buttermilk every twenty-four 
hours; eat no meat nor sweets nor pastries. Omit spiced 
foods and wine, but allow yourself all the cega, fresh 
fruit, vegetables, especially salads, that you can well 
take care of, and you will soon be amazed at your im- 
provement. The exciting cause of actual gout is slug- 
gish excretion, but buttermilk gently stimulates all the 
excretories—liver, skin and kidneys. 


“As to the amount of buttermilk to remove these ten- 
dencies, one quart is the minimum, but if you have appe- 
tite and capacity for three quarts a day, so much the bet- 
ter. In short, my advice to anyone that has a creaky

“Lactic acid, the sour of buttermilk, also attacks and 
dissolves (as does distilled water) every sort of earthly 
deposits in the blood vessels. Either buttermilk or dis- 
tilled water will keep the veins and arteries so supple 
and free running that there will be no. clogging up; hence 
no deposit of irritating and calcareous matter around the 
joints, nor of poisonous waste in the muscles. It is the 
stiffening and narrowing of the blood vessels which 
bring on senile decay. 
lieve, may be postponed anywhere from ten to twenty 
years by the free use of either distilled water or butter- 
milk. 

“Tea is an astringent and, as frequently made, is detri- 
mental to the stomach and intestines. If it is used when 
freshly made (not allowed to draw too much from and of 
the tannin) it is less harmful. It should not be taken 
without the use of cream or milk. This may be contrary 
to accepted opinion, but there is a physiological reason 
for it. Tannin has a marked affinity for albumen and, 
when wedded, they were never known to be divorced. 
The lining of the stomach is largely albuminous, and the 
tafinin of the tea quickly finds its affinity; hence, it is 
eaid that the lining of the stomach of an habitual tea 
drinker (when milk is not used) is like unto parchment. 
But when milk or cream is used, the tannin of the tea 
finds its affinity in the albumen of the milk. Having 
been joined before entering the stomach, Mr. Tannin 
pays no attention whatever to Miss Albumen of the 
stomach, being strictly loyal to Miss Albumen of the 
milk. 

; “Coffee. Ah, here is the battleground on which so 
many have been ruined for life—in their mind. What a 
hullabaloo (if you know what that is) has been raised 
about this greatest of intellectual - drinks. It has been 
the scapegoat for many offenses. — ; 


“Coffee is the one great nerve-restorer instead of a 
nerve-destroyer—the general. medical fraternity to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The difficulty lies not with 
the coffee, but with the combination of the cream with 
the coffee (just the reverse of the tea.) This combina- 
tion forms a leathery, indigestible substance when sub- 


The trouble, however, does not end here, as the liver is 
called upon to strain it and, finding it difficult to do so, 
eventually rebels, and an attack of biliousness usually 
follows.

My advice to you is if coffee doesn’t agree with you, do 
not drink it. Every man should be a law unto himself. 
“Is it because I so love coffee that I advocate its uac? 
No. I advocate its use because coffee so loves me. Cof- 
fee is a valuable agent in assisting in the digestion of 
food and aids the blood in taking up more nourishment 
than it otherwise would. It quickens circulation and res- 
piration. It stimulates and refreshes. It is a sovereign 
remedy in tiding over nervousness in case of an emer- 
gency. As a stimulant and caloric generator in cold w2a- 
ther it is 100 per cent. better than spirituous liquors. 
Coffee is a non-reactive stimulant, as can be proved by 
the use of the sphygmograph. As a brain stimulant it 
may well be termed an intellectual drink. No one but an 
ignoramus will liken the effect of coffee to the “whip- 
ping up of the jaded horse,” etc., and then class it with

{Note by the Editor: Mr. Warman sets high store by 
buttermilk, and the editor thinks he is right. It should, 
however, be remembered that buttermilk, like sweet 
milk, is not a drink, but a food, and should be sipped 
very slowly—chewed, in fact. Otherwise, it is likely to 
cause eructations. Many people, wo claim they cannot 

digest milk or buttermilk, would be able to do so if they 
did not gulp it down. Also, it should never be taken at 
too cold a temperature, so as to give the stomach a chill. 

Mr. Warman’s suggestions in regard to the use or non- 
use of milk, in tea and coffee respectively, are exceed- 
ingly interesting. If tea, taken without milk, tans the 
lining of the stomach, then the Russians and Chinese 
must have well-tanned stomachs, for they drink large 
quantities of tea, and do not drink milk. The Russians 
drink their tea out of glasses, with a little lemon juice 
in it, and suck it through a piece of sugar, which they 
hold between the tecth, while the Chinese take theirs 

“straight.” 

The editor. must confess that he shares thé general be- 
lief as to the injuriousness of coffee, although he is not 
prepared to go to the absurd lengths of the statements. 

found in advertisements of certain imitation coffees, ac- 
cording to which coffee must indeed be the “root of all 
evil.” Some of these imitation coffees, by the way, are 
flavored with extract of coffee. 

Coffee, certainly, cannot be classed as a food, being 
purely a stimulant. The active principle of coffee is caf- 
feine, a narcotic poison, which is fatal in other than

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argument against the use of coffee in moderation. 
One drawback to the use of tea and coffee is that they 
induce people to eat more than is good for them. By 
drinking plenty of hot tea and coffee, a man may easily 
wash down twice as much food as he would consume dry, 
thus throwing an extra unnecessary burden on his sys- 
tem. Consequently, if coffee is used at all, it would be 
| better to take it between mbals, as one takes a glass of 
wine, or other light stémulant. Personally, the editor 
nas found that ccffee exercises a more injurious effect on 
his nerves than whisky. Possibly, this evi effect may 
be diminished by adopting the suggestion of Mr. War- 
man, and taking the coffee black. That, as stated, is an 

: interesting suggestion, and worthy of investigation. and 

experiment. 

One argument in favor of coffee that Mr. Warman 

failed to advance is that it is recognized as a powerful 

-germicide, being deadly to noxious bacteria. This fact 

was discovered more than a hundred years ago. Conse- 

‘quently, a little black coffee might be a good thing to 

take occasionally, when there is danger of infection. As 
an occasional medicine, coffee may be all right, but as to 

ts regular use, as a beverage, the editor can only say, 
with the Scotchman: “I hae ma doots.”]

This may be, but we remember what a fuss was 
in Los Angeles, a year or so ago, when it was discov- 
ered that a local firm had been coloring pickled olives 
with a minute portion of copperas—which is not a copper 
product at all, but a solution of iron—said process hav- 
ing been recommended by Prof. Hilgard, of the Univer- 
sity of California, in reply to an inquiry as to how 
pickled olives could be given a jet black color. And, by 
the way, there are olives so colored on the Los Angeles 
market today, for no natural olives are uniformly black 
in color, but are mottled. 

It seems doubtful whether any preparation that wil! 
destroy bacteria germs in a few hours can be entirely in- 
nocuous to the human em, and yet it may be so, for 
we are told that the same effect may be on small 
quantities of water by the mixture of a little lemon juice. 
The weakest point in regard to this new suggestion for 
the prevention or cure of disease is that it leads people 
to neglect or to think less of the most important thing, 
namely, absolute cleanliness, externally and internally. 
If you want to avoid disease, or to kill off an epidemic: 
provide for absolute cleanliness in the food and drink 
consumed, and in the surroundings. In this way, the 
deadly microbes will be starved out, for they will have 
nothing to feed on. Let it also be bered that 
drinking water is only one of the many sources of infec- 
tion. A person may be infected from food, or from 
breathing, but where the blood jis pure the deadly germs 
may be swallowed or inhaled with impunity. How many 
people, however, have pure blood, nowadays?

This uniqueness, 
beyond doubt. accounts for the widespread ignorance.

“Always the origin of stammering is due to a disturb- 
ance in the harmonic action of the speech mechanism. 
It cannot be inherited, although there can be that 
peculiar nervous temperament favorable to its develop- 
ment. Once the equilibrium is accidentally upset by 
fright, sickness, the mocking of playmates, or otherwise, 
it is likely to recur with increasing intensity on less 
trying occasions, until the ability to find utterance at 
any time is doubted. One recalled having first stam- 
mered when lost in the woods at six years, being so 
frightened that the word “mama” would not out; another 
imitated a young friend; still another credits: diphtheria:

BREAKFASTS. | 
SUGGESTIONS FOR MEALS SUITABLE FOR THE 
WARMER WEATHER. 


Con‘ribujed by Cornelia C Bedtotd, 
Principal of the New York Cooking School.) 


As warmer weather approaches, N is well to reduce 
the amount of meat by ejitninating it from at least one 
meal. The choice will usually lie between breakfast and 
luncheon,.and may be determined by the general habits 
of the family. In many households-the individual mem- 
bers feel that hearty breakfasts are necessary, while in 
others the morning meal is a light one. In place of heavy 
steaks or chops it is often possible to substitute eggs, 
while a thin slice of bacon, properly cooked, will often 
prove more tasty and easier of digestion than cooked 
fresh meat. 

Nowadays new cereal foods appear on the market with 
such frequency that it is difficult to keep track of them. 
Many are of the ready-to-eat variety, and are served 
cold. It will usually be found. best to alternate these with 
eooked preparations, and the latter will ordinarily taste 
better if cooked for at least twenty minutes than far the

Sally lunns are made by mixing four weill-beaten eggs 
with one cupful of milk, adding this to one quart of flour, 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking powder and one 
scant teaspoonful of salt. Beat hard, add one-half of a 
cupful of melted butter and beat again, then pour into 
well buttered muffin pans and bake in a quick oven. 
Entire-wheat gems are made in thé same way, using but 
one tablespoonfu! of butter, two eggs and sufficient milk 
to make a thick drop batter. | 

Popovers are delightful. The three eggs are only 
beaten just enough to mix—this is important—and two 
cupfuls of milk added. This mixture ts added, a little at 
a time, to a pint of flour, sifted with one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of salt; when it forms a batter it is beaten until 
smooth, then the remainder of the liquid is added and all 
strained into deep muffin cups. A moderate oven and 
forty minutes will be needed to bring them to the stand- 
ard of lightness in weight and texture. 

In making thin corn bread scald one pint of meal with 
just enough boiling water to moisten, add one table- 
spoonful of butter and one teaspoonful of salt, cover and 
let stand until cool. Add two or three well-begten eggs, 
one cupful of flour sifted with one teaspoonful of baking 
powder and sufficient cold milk to mix to a thin batter. 
Bake in a shallow, well-greased pan in a hot oven. 

To. be good, the morning coffee should be strong and

COMPLEXION AND INSANITY. 

“Several months ago I happened across a pamphlet 
published by the government of a Southern State in 
which were some interesting statistics regarding the 
complexion of the inmates of the State Insane Asylum,” 
Mr. Hobart Langdon said. “Only 3 per cent. of the total 
bad light hair, and only 2 per cent. blue eyes. 

“It struck me as a rather curious fact that dark-halred 
and dark-eyed people should so largely predominate 
among the insane, but the matter of latifude might play 
some part in this, I thought; for naturally there were 
more dark than light-haired people in that section. Just 
as a matter of curiosity, however, I thought I would 
write to asylum authorities in certain other parts of the 
country to see what the ratio of light-haired inmates was 
to those who were dark, and expected to find the per- 
centage increase in communities where the total of light- 
haired was larger, but in this I was mistaken: so I am 
led to infer, from the statistics I gathered, that there is 


than among light-haired people. 

“My figures were obtained from sixty-eight asylums, 
located in nearly every State in the Union and a few in 
Canada and England. The total number of patients in 
these institutions was 16,512, of whom 703 had light hair 
and only 66 red or auburn locks. In other words, 96 per 
cent. of the inmates were brunettes, with either black 
or brown hair, the latter in varying shades. In one 
asylum in New England there was not a single inmate 
that was_not a brunette. Of course I do not know how 
to account for this, for I am not a specialist in such 
matters, and only secured the statistics out of pure curi- 
osity, but it certainly looks as though blondes were less 
liable to insanity than those with darker hair or eyes. 

“Another peculiar feature about the facts I obtained, 
however, was, that the percentage of those regarded as 
incurably insane was much greater among the blondes 


bopeleasiy insane, while among the blondes 81 per cent. 
were put in this category, and that only three among 
the red-haired patients escaped the same classification.” 
—[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Opponents of tariff protection 
have had a great deal to say in de- 
Sunciation of “Dingleyism” since the 
present tariff law was enacted in 1897, 
and there have been frequent de- 
thands (principally from free-trade 
sources) for tariff revision. It is to be

The California State Building at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair is to be 
opened today, when the California dele-

PHOENIX (Arts.) May 12.—Work is 
being driven on preliminary construc- 
tion at the Tonto Basin damsaite. 
About 60 men are employed by the 
contractors on the canal and tunnel 
work and by the several corps ot «ngi- 
neers. Many of the navvies are Apache 
indians, who make good shovel hands. 
They are paid $1.25 a day. Skilled me- 
chanics, miners and laborers are 
wanted, but there is an oversupply of 
would-be timekeepers, office hands and 
It is expected that nearly a 
r will be consumed in the construc. 
tion of the power canal, leading down 
to the damsite, as much of it has to be 
excavated through solid rock. By the 
first of next year it is hoped that the 
gteat cement mill will be ready for op- 
eration. The mill will probably be 
leased to contractors, the policy of the 
government being to throw as much of 
the work as possible Into private hands. 
Beveral hundred thousand pounds of 
cement are being brought in, for the 
canal work and for the foundations of 
the cement mill, which mast be of the 
most solid construction.

“What is this 


ladyfish I am hearing 
so much about,” asked a visiting 
sportaman the other day. 

The ladyfish, or bonefish, known 
the ichthyologist as ‘Albula vulpes,’ 
a silvery, large- scaled fish with

weight on this coast, though large 
in Florida, where it is quite common. 
It is one of the most bony of fishes, 
but the flesh is of a fatty taste, and 
quite palatable w cooked. The 
jadyfish of Biscayne Bay, Florida, and 
the ladyfish of local waters are identi- 
cal; both are noted for their desperate 
gameness when hooked.

Tackle making bids fair to become 
quite a fad among local shore fisher- 
men. 

Economically speaking, there is little 
in it but the -satisfaction of using one's 
own handiwork. Any handy fellow can 
soon learn to tie a hook to gut better 
than most of the tackle makers will do 
it: though the job may not be so neat, 
it will probably be more durable. 

The past master of tackle making 
can build everything he uses except 
hia line: some men even forge their 
hooks, though there is no need to do 
ft with the variety of sizes and shapes 
put out by dealers. One well-known 
angler in town makes his own rods, 
and has dozens of them. He uses bam- 
boo split, and builds rods up of it, 
wrapping them with silk from one end 
to the other, making them practically 
indestructible.

GROUNDS OF DIVORCE. 


Hiram L.. Sibley Says Biblical Causes 
are Not the Only Reasonable 
Ones. 

Hon, Hiram L. Sibley of Marietta, 
O., has an interesting article on “The 
Grounds of Divorce” in the last 
(March-April) number of the Metho- 
dist Review. Discussing first the mar- 
riage relation, he says in part: 

“Christ declares that in the resur- 
rection they neither marry nor are 
given in marriage, but are as the an- 


gels of God in heaven.’ Marriage, it 


therefore may be assumed, is an insti- 
tution for this Ute alone, though like 
other things of time its influence 
reaches beyond the grave. That it 
also is a means rather than an end, is 
clear when its objects are considered 
with the proposition, to which all 
agree, that if death takes one of a 
wedded pair the other is morally free 
to form a new union, 

“I presume none will question that 
the primary and fundamental objects 
of marriage, the ends consequently to 
which it stands related as a means, 
are () righteous propagation of the 
species, with pure gratification of nat- 
ural passions, (2) the mutual aid and 
society of couples in wedlock, (3) as 
a sequence of these, the family.“ 
Then going into the question of di- 
vorce, the writer says in part; 

“Coming now to desertion, the drst 
proposition is that, properly consid- 
ered, the right to the marriage rela- 
tion makes it cause for divorce. 

“This is the only rational conclusion 
from the consequences of that wrong 
to an innocent partner, it divorce be 
denied. Save issue begotten, it deprives 
the forsaken mate of all benefits of 
the union, in wicked defiance of one of 
its great laws. The result is in such 
a ease, that the faithful party by the 
bond of marriage is forced into celi- 
bacy, while the essential objects of the 
relation are thenceforth wholly de- 
feated. 


“Lat the case be such as often oc- 
cure—a-. wife deserted and left with a 
young child. By divorce and another 
marriage, the family would de re- 
established. These -denied, it remains 
broken, while the unoffending mate is 
therefore deprived of the benefits mar- 
riage was designed to confer, and its 
ends are frustrated. What is that but 
using the naked bond to crush the 
right to the relation, in all that con- 
stitutes its substance? Can anything 
be more clearly absurd than to speak 
of such a course as ‘preserving’ the 
family?” — 

Mr. Sibley then quotes Scripture, 
and the words of several noted inter- 
preters of Scripture, in defense of de- 
sertion as one of the grounds for di- 
vorce, and continues in part as fol- 


lows: 

“AG and desertion, however, 
while the only causes named in the 
Scriptures, are not in reason, nor by 
their proper interpretation, the sole 
grounds for divorce. Biblical morality 
would be very inadequately con- 
ceived, if regarded simply as a bill of 
particulars for enumerated instances, 
instead of a body of truth vitally re- 
lated to all possible cases.” | 

Answering the proposition that the

twain shall be one filesh’’—repeated by 
Christ, binds a pair till death, save in 
the specified cases, Mr, Sibley says; 
“My answer to the argument as one 
of construction is, that it proves too 
much, and therefore nothing. Christ 
gave a right of divorce only to the 


man, if we keep to the exact case. He 


left the woman as she was under Jew- 
ish law, without remedy. , 
“President Woolsey, who admits 
only the ground of divorce named by 
Christ, felt the force of all this when 
writing his work on the subject, and 
do concedes that the literal case does 
not fix the rule to be followed. Hence 
to enable a wife to get divorce, and 
that both parties may not be i- 
less as against rameless sins, he 
agrees that the case stated implies a 
principle which wife as well as hus- 
band may invoke, and which applies in 
instances aliuded to, as of like reason 
with the one given. In other words, 


‘to avoid the consequence of ‘unilat- 


eral’ divorce, for which Dr, Gray con- 
tends, and that must follow a limita- 
tion of the law to the formal cage, Dr. 
Woolsey is forced to assert the prin-

Moreover, it 
leaves to the innocent, 
propagation with the moral rot of 
adultery, or kindred vices, and from 
celibacy forced upon them otherwise, 
by the wickedness of desertion, or like 
crimes. Finally. we profoundly be- 
Neve it accords perfectly with the 
Scriptures, so read as to give the life 
of their teaching on the whole law of 
marriage.”

FAST RAILWAY SPEED. 


Remarkable Run on the Michigan Cen- 


[Columbus Dispatch.) 
markable run of the special train 
on the Michigan Central bearing 
President Ledyard, President Trues- 
dale, of the Lackawanna, and President 
Newman of the New York Central, in 
which a speed of 111.80 miles per hour 
was reached, has created a great deal 
of comment in railroad circles. 

About three years ago the New 
York Central claimed to have run an 
engine one mile near De Witt at the 
rate of 112 miles per hour, but the feat 
was scarcely credited. Occasionally 
bursts of speed exceeding 100 miles per 
hour have been shown by dispatchers’ 
train sheets for very — distances, 
but an i a miles per 

hitherto never - been accomplished. 


More than a year ago the Pennsylvania 


Railroad conducted a series of experi- 
ments which apparently demonstrated 
that 96.1 miles per hour ig the utmost 
speed attainable by a modern locomo- 
tive on a perfectly level track. Twen- 
ty-five miles of track, as perfectly level 
as it is possible to make a track, were 
prepared specially for the tests 
electrical apparatus arranged for tak- 
ing speed accurately. First trials were 
made with the engine alone and then 
with ‘engine and single car, an addi- 
tional car being added on each series 
of tests up to eight cars. With a down 
grade start the experts succeeded in 
driving the engine with three cars over 
a considerable portion of the track 
at the rate of 95.1 miles per hour. 
This clearly demonstrates that 
bursts of speed exceeding this figure 
are accomplished on down grades and 
not on level tracks. When a locomo- 
tive, therefore, reaches the speed 
attained on the Michigan Central run 
it is the effect of momentum and grav- 
ity and not of the power of the ma- 
chine. The limit of speed in such cases 
is circumscribed only by rail, track, 
road bed and the equipment conditions 
upon which the ability of the train to 
remain upon the rails is dependent. 
Owing to a desire to make up lost 
time the twenty-one miles to the foot 
of Ripley hill were recently covered by 
the “Lake Shore Limited” in fifteen 
minutes, or at the rate of eighty-four 
miles per hour. This included a check- 
ing of epeed toward the last to avoid 
being hurled from a curve at the bot- 
tom of the hill. During that run it ap- 
peared that a town through which the 
train passed was built not of many 
houses but of a single board shanty 
extending from end to end of the place 
and that switchlights, two miles away,

New Railroad Rail. 


A new rail is to be tested by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which, if a suc- 
ceas, will replace the heavy steel rails 
now used. The new rail is said to have 
more than fifty times the durability of 
the one now used. It is composed of a 
cumposition of steel and manganese, 
and is known as a “manganese” rail. 
Under the supervision of the mainte- 
nance of way department the test will 
be made. A portion of the main line 
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known steel men of this city, and the 
outcome is awaited with great interest. 
The process of manufacture is said to 
be a secret. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad operates 
about 6600 miles of road, and is equip- 
ped with 100-pound rails. This class 
of steel runs 167 tons to the mile. The 
manganese rail we about the same. 
If the road is to be fitted with the man- 
gdnese rail, it will mean the purchase 
and manufacture of 863,500 tons of ralis. 
At the present price of steel the cost of 
changing to the new rail would aggre- 
gate $26,000,000. This is not beyond 
the undertaking of the Pennsyivania, 
tor if the test proves its superiority, it 
would effect a great saving to the com- 
pany. Such a change would require 
several years, but once done, according

New Ration Pack. 


The infantry board at Fort Leaven- 
worth is examining a new equipment 
for carrying army rations, designed by 
Capt. Alexander M. Davis of the sub- 
sistence department to take the place 
tin cup, 
and meat ration can. The equipment 
is made of canvas anch contains three 
pocket compartments. It is held by 
hooks to the new clip belt, and fitted to 
the soldier by shoulder straps, and dis- 
tributes the weight equally on the 
hips.

compartments. The large pocket for 
cavalry and mounted officers fits on one 
side of the saddle, and the two small 
ones on the other.

On the end 
of the handle is a brass screw head, to 
which the baker or top of the new meat 
can is attached, which makes an en- 
gineer’s shovel. The shovel top can be 
used for baking and the bottom for a 
bolling pot. The old canteen cup is 
replaced by a tin bottle of the telescope

soda fountain in the world, but even 
this gives an inadequate conception 
of the immense and beautiful struc- 
ture—it must be seen to be properly 
appreciated. 
The fountain is seventy-two feet 
long and adorns the north wal! of A. 
Fosgate’s confectionery store, 449 
South Broadway, and was installed 
lest week by Mr. Fred. W. Beau de 
Zaft, manager of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Supply Company of this city. 


THE SUBLIME PORTE | 
A CONSTANTINOPLE. 
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The design follows the style of mis- 
sion architecture, typical of the old 
Spanish churches in this section of | 
the country. The top lined at inter-

Tue woodwork is of solid dark 
with brass, electro and silver trim- 
mings.

BROOKLYN MAN HAS DEVICE TO 
PREVENT EXPLOSIONS. 


Saileore—Guns Fly te Pieces Even in 
Practice When Men Least Expect it. 


(New York Press:] At the mo- 
ment when 32 men were being blown 
to bits in the turret of the battleship 
Missouri, off the Florida coast, ex- 
periments and tests were being con- 


ducted in Washington in search of 


an absolute preventive of that very 
sort of disaster. Ever since the pro- 
duction of the big gun of 10, 12 and 13 
inch caliber the immizence of the 
danger from explosions through | the 
breech has been recognized. From 
one cause or another there has al- 
ways lurked about these heavy 
pieces of ordnance a deadly menace 
to the crews who handle them. 
Exactly what may have been the 
specific primal cause of the Missouri 
catastrophe is not known—may never 
become known—but that it was ow- 
ing to the presence of something in 
the bore or the combustion chamber 
ef the great rife cannat be doubted. + 
There was something inside the gun 
that should not have been there. 
Whether this mwas the gas generated 
by the last discharge or a bit of burn- 
ing fiber from the gunny casing of 
the previous charge never will be as- 
certained positively.

The private company predicted 
that the insanity of the management 
in reducing rates and giving decent 
service would result in financial ruin, 
but the investment showed a ‘profit of 
$70,000 last year, and the indications 
are that the present year will put the 
figure beyond the hundred thousand 
mark. In that event the management 
will materially reduce the rates. They 
have no intention of extorting a profit 
from those who patronize the service. 
Surely the Scotch are a strange peo- 
ple. 

This is the last lele of the pres- 
ent series, and I can only touch on 
the many remaining enterprises for 
which Glasgow is famous. It is well 
within the truth to say that the city 
has carried out bolder Schemes and 
undertaken greater and more novel 
schemes than any other public body 
in the world. London, with its vast 
wealth and aroused progressiveism, 
has planned and will probably exe- 


cute more stupen works, but it 
was Glasgow that the way and 
set the pace. 


The cleansing department of Glas- 
gow is an interesting institution. It 
owns thousands of acres of farm lands 
where once were nothing but bogs and 
marshes. To these farms are con- 
veyed the refuse products of the 
streets. On them are stone quarries 
and brick yards owned and operated 
by the city. There are also great fac- 
tories such as were described in the 
Manchester articles. Connecting the 
factories and the farms is a system of 
steam railway, the city owning mcre 
than 700 railway cars and a large 
number of locomotives. Nothing is 
permitted to go to waste. 

In 1892 Glasgow purchased the small 
private electrical plant for about $75,- 
000. From this modest beginning it 
sys- 
tem modern in every particular. it 
now represents an investment exceed- 
ing $5,000,000, and the profits last 
year amounted to $340,000. This does 
not include $30,000 paid for taxes. As 
has been stated before, all public en- 
terprises in Great Britain pay taxes, 
and are thus on the same footing for 
purposes of comparison as private in- 


dustries. Even a fire department pays 


taxes on every dollar of its assets. 
After marking off $185,000 for depre- 
ciation—a most liberal allowance for 
a new plant—the department placed 
the balance to its credit, paying noth- 
ing for the relief of the taxpayers. 
Glasgow does not run enterprises for 
the benefit of taxpayers, but for the 
benefit of all its citizens. ä 

Glasgow purchased the private gas 
plants in 1869 and has made profit on 
the investment every year since then. 
The great industry now has a capital 
account exceeding $10,000,000, and the 
gross profits last year passed the mil- 
lion-dollar mark for the first time in 
the history of the enterprise. When 
the original purchase was made it was 
arranged that the owners should re- 
ceive in perpetuity annuities and stock 
valued at more than $2,000,000. The 
city has now adopted the policy of 
purchasing at a premium these an- 
nuities, and last year wiped out more 
than one-third of the amount. Un-

Armed with this act 
the city authorities of Glasgow wiped 
out whole districts of insanitary prop- 
erty.» It was not originally intended 
that the city should build houses on 
the cleared spaces, but private capital 
refused to make fair’ terms, and the 
city petitioned Parliament for power 


The bill was passed and the 
city started by constructing several 
| model tenement houses. These were 
set as a standard below which private 
builders were forbidden to go. 

So, much has: been written of . 
work of the Improvement. Trust, 
it is called, that I shall not enter into 
details. On the start the venture was 
not a financial success, but the indi- 
rect results of wider streets, new 
parks and other improvements more 


| than compensated for the slight money 


loss. But the men at the head of it 
were not dismayed, and 
has been rewarded. 


Glasgow now owns millions and mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of dwellings, 
and is one of the world’s greatest land- 
lords, Its competition with private 
landlords is friendly but ‘wonderfully 
effective. The city fixes a rate of 
rents beyond which others cannot go. 
It rigidly enforces building and sani- 
tary laws which have greatly: reduced 
the death rate since the municipality 
interfered with the overmastering 
greed and indifference of landlords 
and builders. Its family homes and 
lodging houses have served as the pat- 
tern for scores of cities. : 

Glasgow has municipalized all the 
common services with the exception 
of cemeteries. It is the owner of 
profitable markets and slaughter- 
houses; it maintains a splefidid sys- 
tem of baths and wash-houses; it pos- 
sesses a magnificent art gallery and 
has bullt 4 “People’s Palace” which 
combines a winter garden, art gal- 
lery, museum, reading-rooms, theater 
and concert hall; it recently acquired 
for private owners. the Botanic Gar- 
dens, which it maintains for the en- 
joyment of the public and for the use 
of students; it has expended tens of 
millions in bringing water from Lake 
Katrine; ft furnishes hydraulic power 
at cost; if spends vast amounts on 
parks, music and entertainments-—— 
these and other functions are financed 
and managed by the elected represen- 
tatives of the city. 

Party lines are absolutely ignored 
when it comes to the election of 
members of the City Council. The 
man who has served his people faith- 
fully is seldom opposed when elec. 
tion day arrives. Neither as bailie 
nor councilor does he receive one 
penny for his services, and the 
amount of work devolving upon him 
requires at least five hours a day of 
his time. 

The City Hall of Glasgow does not 
remind the visitor of any civic struc- 
ture in the United States. No swarm 
of loafers, ward hbelers and office 
brokers or. seekers hang about its en- 
trance or lounge in its halls. 
arg not permitted to smoke or carry 
a lighted cigar. In the place of the 
hangers-on which infest most muni- 
cipal buildings in this country, one 
sees business men, architects, engi- 
neers, bankers and others who have 
occasion to visit the various depart- 
ments. The atmosphere is that of a 
well regulated bank or great mer- 
cantile establishment. It is a place 
in which is transacted the executive 
work which keeps in action the skill 
and labor of an army of 15,000 city 
employés. It is the business office 
of a municipal estate worth more 
than $90,000,000. 

There is no army of parasites 
drawing salaries for work which is 
not performed. There is no line of 
citizens ready to commit perjury in 
order that they may escape their 
fair share of the burden of taxation. 
There are no “go-betweens” em- 
ployed by dishonest wealth to extort 
by bribery favors from those who 
have taken oath to faithfully serve 
their city and community. Alder- 
men meet in public to devise ways 
and means which shall promote the 


public good, and not in the back

The tech- 
nical and public school¢ of Edinburgh 
are famous. Like most Scotch cities, 
it owns its markets and slaughter- 
ing houses, and has adopted mode 
methods for the disposal of sew 
and street sweepings. 

The following statistics concerning 
the extent and growth of publicly 
owned undertakings may be of inter- 
est to students of this problem. 
There are in Great Britain 1045 water 
plants owned by cities, boroughs or 
districts, as against 251 owned by prt- 
vate companies. Every city of conse- 
quence, with the exception of Lon- 
con, owns and operates its water sup- 
ply plant, and London is moving for 
public ownership. 

There are 256 public gas plants 
against 454 privately owned ones, but 
the number of the former is. increas- 
ing, while that of the letter is station- 
ary or decreasing. On capital in- 
vested, the cities have made 6% per 
cent., as against 5% for the private 
companies. The cities have charged 
an average price of 64 cents a thous- 
and feet, while the private compan- 
ies have charged 70 cents.

With hardly 
an exception these markets paying 
investments; but no effort i¢ made to 
exact an unreasonable rate of profit. 


| Tt was not until 1899 that munici- 


palities were permitted to establish 
and conduct telephone enterprises, and 
progress has been slow by reason of 
the fact that in 1911 all telephones 
and _ telegraph lines will come under 
the control, if not the ownership, of 
the imperial government. It is likely 
that the federated municipali- 
ties may yet defeat or materially 
modify this arrangement. In the 
meantime municipal plants have been 
established in Glasgow, Guernsey, 
Brighton, Hull, Portsmouth, Swansea 
and Tunbridge Wells.

It was planted 
in 1852 bY a woman. The tree is 
sound and has no signs of decay. Mr.

Mrs. Clara Wood, one of the bright 
and noble pioneer women, whose gra- 
cious hospitality we enjoyed, informed 
me that In this Kiamath region the 
fruit is always perfect, and there are 
never any worms in the apples and 
cherries.

The trees have never been cul- 
tivated, and were seldom pruned. It 
is a curiogs and interesting fact that 
most of these fruit trees were planted 
by, the pioneer men and w who 
were placer miners for gold. a 

PEROPLE OF SAXON 

“As a rule these people were of 
Purest Saxon stock, coming from the 
old Eastern and Middle States.

The price of alfalfa hay in Buenos

stacks containing 100 tons. 

Baled alfalfa hay is an Important ar- 
ticle of export from Argentina and a 
great increase is predicted by the 
Argentine authorities. Bales contain 
NO pounds when made by American 
steam presses, the price for export 
averaging about $10 per ton covering 
a period of twelve years. The export 
hay goes principally to England and 
South Africa. 

Argentina has only within the 
past few years taken on the modern 
methods of the United States stockman 
and farmer, yet his presence in the 
market place is known and felt. Mr. 
Bicknell predicts a great future for 
the country when developed and warns

There 
is something lacking. No matter 
how happy, there is something want- 
ing. Without boys there will be lack-

He thinks he 
is older than his parents, knows more 
than all his teachers, and is probably 
running a downward course faster 
than the latest automobile.
